In 1918 it 
had risen to 57,070,936 for Japan proper and to 78,261,856 with 
her Colonies included. That makes quite a formidable Power. 
Yet there are people who see Japan as 
she 
was 
twenty 
years asro. 
The British are not so foolish. 
Their 
overseas 
Dominions are as much opposed to Japanese immigration as we 
can be. British Columbia is on all fours in this regard with Cali­ 
fornia. 
But the British are renewing their alliance with this 
miraculously growing giant of eastern Asia. 
Professor Longford 
close* his article on the wonderful progress and vast 
present 
power of Japan by asking his British audience: 
“How can the 
progress of such a nation ever fail? Is it not better to have it as 
our Ally, bound by treaty, rather than risk throwing it into the 
r.rms of a restored Germany?” 
The question of immigration into America is hardly one that 
will cause trouble if properly treated. 
The Japanese Govern- 
me*t does not want Its laborers to leave it for America. 
That 
means that Japan loses them when Japan very much needs them. 
‘T he gentlemen’s agreement” proved the spirit of Japan. 
She 
was only too ready to seize upon an excuse for forcibly keeping 
her people at home. 
But Japan is very proud. 
And it is quite 
possible for us to do exactly what she want* done, but to do it in 
so offensive a manner that it will become a cause of quarrel. The 
day is probably coming when Japan will be so strong that Tie 
present refusal of the white nations tc recognize her racial equali­ 
ty will become dangerous. 
But we can keep Japan’s friendship; we can keep a fairly 
open door for our trade in all of Asia, and we csn, bv a little 
diplomacy, keep her laborers out of America. 
We can likewise 
keep the peace which is worth billions and billions of dollars to 
us and possibly a million American lives. 
Shipbuilding is an industry in which we are taking a new and 
long overdue interest. 
The writer of the article we are quoting 
from—Prof. Joseph H. Longford, in the Nineteenth Century Re­ 
view—thus describes her advance in this vital department of 
national independence and power: 
There are now four Tmprrial dockyards in which, with few 
exceptions, all the ship® for the Imperial navy have been built 
and completely equipped since 1906; and there are five principal, 
private shipyards, in which great extensions have been made j 
since the war. besides many small ones. Since 1806 shipbuilding. 
as well as navigation, has been heavily subsidized; and since that 
date the industry has rapidly progressed. 
In 1917 ninety-seven 
steamers, all o*-#»r 1000 tons, of an aggregate 367.900 tons, were 
built, excluding several passenger steamers of the highest class, 
all over 8000 gross tonnage: and in 1919 134 steamers, with a 
total gross tonnage of 619,558, many exceeding 5000 tons and 
some as large as 11.000 tons, were built in the private yards. 
As evidence of what the Government dockyards can accomplish, 
it 
onlv be mentioned that the four largest battleships in the 
world, each of 40.000 tons, are now under construction. 
All this 
hrs been attained in a country where sixtv years ago nothing 
larger than an unseaworthy wooden junk of fifty tens could be 
produced.

negro population of the United States lives, the opportunity to 
serve is clearly presented. 
The total negro population of these seven states is over 
five and a half millions. 
The total of n^gro church membership 
is not quite two and one-fifth millions, leaving over three and a 
half millions with no hope of God. 
This is not because they do 
not desire to know him. but because they have not been taught 
how to find him. 
Over a million and hall of the^e people are illiterate. 
Over 
a million and a half are living in the Blackest Black Belt of the 
nation, with no mental training, no religious training, no proper 
preparation to meet the conditions of human life, no hope for 
future betterment—and thus will they continue so long as those 
of us who are more fortunate remain inert. 
Under these con­ 
ditions their thoughts can have no other than a downward trend. 
Never has a greater opportunity for service been offered to 
a Christian public than that presented by the appalling need of 
the black man of our own South. 
It seems incredible that con­ 
ditions could exist in a land where Christian ideals are cherished 
by so many of its people. The creation of Christian ideals is the 
one thing that will fit him to assume the responsibilities of life. 
Hadn’t ive better pluck the beam from our own eyes before 
we behold the mote in our brother’s eyes and sing too lustily our 
missionary hymn: 
From Greenland's icy mountains, 
From India’s coral strand, 
Where Afric’s sunny fountains 
Roll down their golden sand; 
F rom many an ancient river, 
From many a plamy plain, 
They call us to deliver 
Their land from error’s chain.
